HEAVY PURCHASES 
OF SILVER BARED 
BY MORGENTHAU 


Shift in Treasury Tactics 
Revealed; Markets in 
State of Renewed Con- 
fusion, Demoralization. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—(4)— 
A calmly delivered announcement by 
Secretary Morgenthau that the treas- 
ury was still buying silver, but, con- 
trary to precendent. was making its 
purchases in scattered trading centers, 
today threw the silver market into re- 
newed confusion. 

While brokers sought to guage the 
government's intentions, the price 
dropped again in London and New 
York, but, to the surprise of some, 
rose in Montreal, at present America’s 
principal unrestricted market for the 
| metal. 

Following this general trend, min- 
ing shares and some industrial issues 
| declined in price, while the vhole stock 
market list dipped and rallied at in- 


abe to a close which dispatches de- 


scribed as heavy. 

Morgenthau'’s statement followed 
two days of general demoralization of 
the silver market. in which brokers 
found it difficult to specify a prige, 
so few were the offers to buy. A gen- 
eral report was that the treasury, for- 
merly a regular purchaser in large 
quantities, was not buying any more.

the return of home rule. 

They still yelled, ‘“‘Down with Hoare, 


down with England” and heaped in- 
dignities upon British constables, but 
they discarded their rocks.

It is not such 
a hazardous job. really. A bit of 
practice with a few fundamental re- 
cipes and a little imagination used in 
combinations, and a delightful candy 
assortment can come from any home 
kitchen. 

Many Flavors Available. 

There are many different flavors 
that may be added to fondant fudge, 
or creams—orange, wintergreen or 
peppermint, cinnamon, peanut butter, 
raisins, and nuts. And, of course, 
chocolate and coconut. Not only dif- 
ferent flavors, but different forms add 
variéty to the candy box. Fudge balls 
that have been rolled in coconut of- 
fer a welcome change, or fudge and 
fondant may be arranged in layers or 
rolled like a jelly roll and sliced. If 
you wish, you can vary the boxes with 
salted nuts. Buttery crisp popcorn is 
a nice salty treat to serve with these 
candies for Christmas parties. 

I recommend using a saucepan of 
heavy alumnium or enamel large 
enough to allow the candy to boil 
vigorously ; a wooden spoon for stir- 
ring and beating: a cooking thermom- 
eter when possible for temperatures. 
If you haven’t a thermometer you can 
use the cold water test with these 


nilla, 1 cup chopped pecans. 

Place 1-2 pint cream, syrup and 
sugar in pan on a very slow fire, 
stirring constantly until finished. 
When mixture is boiling hard, add 
remaining cream and butter slowly, 
so that candy does not stop boiling. 
Cook slowly until candy makes a firm 
ball when dropped in cold water (246 
to 248 degrees F). This takes about 
50 minutes. Sprinkle chopped nuts 
on well buttered baking pan. Add 
vanilla to mixture and pour over 
nuts. Let stand for several hours, 
preferably over night, then cut in 
inch pieces and wrap separately in 
waxed paper. This quantity fills a 
10-inch square baking pan and makes 
2 and 1-2 pounds of caramels. 

Fruit Nuggets. 

Three cups light brown sugar, 1 cup 
sour cream, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-2 
square chocolate, 2 tablespoons but- 
ter, 1-2 cup dates, cut fine, 1-2 cup 
chopped raisins, chopped walnuts or 
pecans, coconut. 

Cook sugar, cream and salt to the 
soft ball stage (234 degrees F), stir- 
ring constantly, wiping crystals down 
from side of pan.

Postal Card Threat Reaches 
Governor After Visit 
to Cell. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 12.—(UP) 
Threats against the life of Governor 
Harold G. Hoffman because of his 
intervention in the Lindbergh kidnap- 
ing case were received here tonight. 

Out of mail bags, swollen by the

in October and that Ellis d. Parker, 
Burlington county detective, had en- 
tered the case in a search for new 
evidence. Many of the letters praised 
the governor for his interest, but oth- 
ers were vituperative. The postcard, 
it was understood, referred to Haupt- 
mann as “that rat” and warhed the 
governor to let justice take its course. 

This was the second time that Hoff- 
man has received threats. The first 
came soon after the trial and a special 
guard was posted outside his office in 
the statehouse. The guard was with- 
drawn later when interest in the case 
subsided. The writer of the postcard 
expressed the opinion that Hauptmann 
was guilty and that Hoffman had bet-

A letter and a document arrived in 
the office of the New Jersey secretary 
of state.

Then, 
probably Monday, a representative of 
the attorney-general’s office will go 
before Justice Thomas W. Trenchard, 
who presided at the trial, and ask him 
to fix a new date for Hauptmann’s 
execution. 

The law specifies that the execu- 
tion must be set for not less than 
four weeks or more than eight weeks 
hence. That means that unless Haupt- 
mann obtains a reprieve or receives 
a commutation of sentence from the 
court of pardons, he probably will die 
late in January or early in February.

Public Responsibility. 


The business of locating jobs and 
then placing the right person in the 
right job is the task of the placement 
officer, Dr. Cofer said. In his opin- 
ion this is a public responsibility. 
When placement is handled through 
labor unions there is politics involved, 
he said; when ‘it is the work of social 
work agencies the element of sentiment 
enters in and when it is a private 
agencies’ function, the commercial as- 
pects are uppermost. 

F. S. Beers, university examiner, 
University of Georgia System, in his 
talk at the first of the two general 
sessions on the guidance process, lik- 
ened psychological testing to the diag- 
nosis of a person by a physician. The 
physician, he said. assumes a scientific 
attitude toward the patient while the 
patient tells of his symptoms. The 
doctor matches’ this’ information 
against what he knows of physical! be- 
havior, determines the ailment, and 
attempts to remedy the condition. In 
the same way the testing of an in- 
dividual to determine his educational 
needs and occupational possibilities 
must be built around a scientific diag- 
nosis. he said. The art of diagnosis 
has been fairly well developed, but 
the remedial side of the process has 
been much neglected, Educational and 
vocational counseling must be regard- 
ed as an art that is based on scien- 
tific knowledge of the individual, Mr. 
Beers concluded. 

50 Per Cent Wrong. 
_ According tu John T. Bobbitt, of the 
United States Employment Service, it 
has been found through a study of 
FERA cases that 50 per cent of those 
persons studied had followed vocation 
other than those for which they had 


| prepared. To be able to counsel an 


individual successfully, he said, the 
guidance officer should know the in- 
dividual’s native and acquired capaci- 
ties and aptitudes, his personal char- 
acter, social and economic backgrou~4¢, 
interests, and state of health. 

In a consideration of the theory 
of testing individuals, H. G. Bishop, 
also of the United States Employ- 
ment Service, stated it is to be assum- 
ed that everything of importance about 
an individual may tested, and in 
any test all persons will vary. 

The procedure of the Atlanta pubic 
schools in their vocational guidance 
program, according to Dr. Harold H. 
Bixler, director of research and guid- 
ance, is to offer a variety of shop 
courses, together with a general busi- 


iness course and a general mathematics 


course, so the student may accumulate 
a variety of experiences through his 
six high school years.

T. Washington High school for colored, 
he stated, vocational training is of- 
fered in woodworking, cooking, sew- 
ing. handicrafts, typing and shorthand.

Bureau of Accident Prevention 


Reduces Evanston Tratfic Toll 


The police department of Evanston 
(Il].) operates a Bureau of Accident 
Prevention. Since the inception of the 
bureau, Evanston’s rate of deaths from 
automobile accidents has been reduced 
to a point where it is far below the 
average for many other cities and the 
country as a whole. 

Accident prevention is the aim of 
The Constitution Safety Council and 
its 100,000 safe driving pledge sign- 
ers. And in stopping accidents the 
Safety Council is not interested mere- 
ly in strict obedience of law. It is 
more than that. It is the saving of 
human life and the prevention of 
countless painful and maiming injuries 


that leave accident survivors incapi- 
cated for the enjoyment of life. 

A bureau of accident prevention 
might not be a bad thing for the At- 
lanta police department. Or the state 
might establish such a department in 
lieu of a state driver’s license law, 
which has proved highly successful in 
slowing up the killers who drive auto- 
mobiles wherever it has been put into 
effect. It seems that Georgia cannot 
get a state drivers’ license bil] through 
her assembly. Georgians agree that 
something must be done to stop the 
slaughtar on streets and highways. 
Perhaps a bureau of accident preven- 
tion will help. 

But how does the bureau work? 

How Plan Succeeds. 

Let Lieutenant T. K. Kreml, direc- 
tor of Evanston’s bureau, tell you how 
it works in the fight against the record 
of death-dealing carelessness: 

“That this deplorable record can be 
improved—and quickly—has been dem- 
onstrated again and again by a score 
of American cities and several tates.

Girl Must Serve Sentence 
Unless ‘High Court 
Intervenes. 


WISE, Va., Dec. 12.—(/)—Hdith 
Maxwell must serve a sentence of 25 
years in the penitentiary for the mur- 
der of her father unless the supreme 
court of Virginia interferes. 

The silver-haired, diminutive Judge 
H. A. W. Skeen today upheld the ver- 
dict of first-degree murder and over- 
ruled a motion for a new trial after 


listening to more than three hours of 
argument in behalf of the 21-year-old 
school teacher. 

Edith, who contended she strwek 
witha slipper in self-defense when her 
father, Trigg Maxwell, village black- 
smith at Pound, tried to beat her for 
Staying out late at night, wept as the 
elderly judge announced his decision 
in crisp, short sentences. 

“There is evidence upon which the 
verdict can stand; I rule that the ver- 
dict of the jury be carried out as pro- 
vided by law,’ Judge Skeen said, as 
the girl, neatly attired in a green 
dress and a brown hat, lost control of 
her emotions and sobbed audibly. 

The defense contended that the state 
had failed utterly in its effort to show 
the girl has murdered her father, 
argued the justice of the verdict, and 
asserted that defense testimony not 
contradicted by witnesses and circum- 
stances must be accepted as true.

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been demonstrated and the principal 
points in favor of this claim. 

“The importance of the facts on 
which such speculations are — based 
cannot be denied,” he said, “but the 
interpretation of the experimental re- 
sults seem to be incorrect. The spirit- 
ists neglect the fact of the existence of 
clairvoyance. 


“Nevertheless, we know positively 
that clairvoyants are capable of per- 
ceiving past and future events. There- 
fore it is not possible to make a dis- 
tinction between the survival of a 
psychic principle and a phenomenon 
of clairvoyance. 

“There is no scientific proof, at 
present, of the survival after death of 
the mind, ‘but no one has the right to 
say that such survival is impossible. 

“It is far from being unreasonable 
to believe some part of human per- 
sonality may escape death.” 


He said some day almost every in- 

dividual may die of old age only. 
Three Avenues Open. 

“Can we progress further?” he ask- 
ed. “Perhaps, if we learn more .about 
these mechanisms of life that bring 
about death: The problem can be at- 
tacked in different ways. 

‘The first one consists of analyzing 
the conditions responsible for the 
aging tissues. 

‘A second manner of opposing death 
is the search for the physiological fac- 
tors that determine longevity.” 

These he explained § as _ heredity, 
diet and mode of living, the latter two 
already in early stages of practicabil- 


ity. 

“Death could also be retarded,” he 
said, “by a rejuvenation operation. 
Through this operation the subject 
would be carried back to a previous 
stage of his life.” 

Dr. Carrel cited the rejuvenation 
operations of Steinach, in ligation o 
a duct. and Voronoff in transplanting 
chimpanzee glands and said: 

Rejuvenation’s Obstacles. 


“The problem of rejuvenation is far | 


more complex. It cannot be settled 
in this simple manner. Old age is 
due to simultaneous alterations of the 
tissues and the humors, and not to 
the deficiency of a single gland. 

“Tf an old man was given the en- 
docrine glands of a still-born infant, 
and his serum replaced frequently by 
a synthetic serum of proper composi- 
tion. he perhaps would be rejuvenated. 

“Tt is not impossible that. in the 
course of the next two or three cen- 
turies. rejuvenation procedures will be 
broucht within the reach of medicine. 

“There is a fourth, although very 
remote, possibility of postponing for 
a long period of time the death of 
a few individuals. 

“It is known that certain animals, 
such as the small arthropod. tardigra- 
dum, stop their metabolism when they 
are dried. A condition of latent life 
is thus induced. If after a lapse of 
several weeks. one moistens these des- 
sicated animals, they revive and are 
capable of leading normal like again. 

Rat’s Tail “Revived.” 

“Although a tardigradum contains 
highly differentiated cells, such as 
nervous cells, it is capable of stand- 
ing the rough treatment of being dried. 
Long ago it was reported by Paul 
Bert that the tail of a rat. after be- 
ing dried, had been transplanted with 
success to another rat. 

“More recently, Alexandre  Lip- 
schutz grafted into guinea pigs ovaries 
that had been. partly dessicated. 
Strange to say, these ovaries resumed 
their endocrine secretion and maintain- 
ed their normal structure. Less dan-

Purchases in Two Years. 

Since December 28,1933, the treas- 
ury has been buying newly mined do- 
mestic silver at a price fixed by it- 
self which has been advanced from 
an original quotation of 64 cents to 
the present 77.5. By this avenue, it 
acquired 56,943,000 ounces. 


The silver purchase act of June, 
1934, to whick Morgenthau referred, 
directed the treasury to purchase sil- 
ver until the value of its holdings 
reaches one-third of the value of the 
treasury’s gold holdimgs. or the world 
price advances to $1.20 an ounce. 

Under this authorization, the treas- 
ury bought 591,800,000 ounces of sil- 
ver, but ‘made little or mo progress 
toward the 1-to-3 ratio because of the 
tremendous imports of gold during 
the last two years. A rough calcula- 
tion today showed the ratio was about 
one to seven, 

Under the purchase act, also, the 
treasury in August last year took 
title to all the silver privately held 
within the United States, with exemp- 
tions for industrial purposes, and 
compelled its delivery. By this meth- 
od, it acquired 113,031 ounces. 

London Silver Mart. 

London brokers experienced much 
difficulty in setting a price on silver 
again today. After several hours’ con- 
sultation the quotation was 26 7-8 
pence (59.6 cents) or 5-8 penny lower 
than yesterday. The brokers expressed 
interest in Morgenthau’s statement, 
but thought its results highly uncer- 
tain as to an indication of how much 
buying the treasury intends to do. 

In New York, silver was quoted 
at 61 3-4 cents an ounce, one cent 
less than yesterday and two cents 
less than Tuesday.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


PRESSURE WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—An ex-minister called on the 

head of a ladies’ welfare organization of a Presbyterian 
church in a large Pennsylvania city a few days back. He announced he 
had been sent by the Townsend people to address that organization. The 
lady in charge informed him her organization would not receive Town- 
send speakers. 

After all she had done to build up a happy morale within her flock, 
she would not permit him to start them off chasing $200-a-month rain- 
bows, she said. : 

The good ex-minister insisted. He pointed out his cause “is the 
greatest humanitarian movement since Lincoln’s proclamation.” He said 
life was short and the lady would have a good deal to answer for if 
she denied this boon to her people. The lady nevertheless decided to 
run that chance. Her church later sanctioned her gamble. 


FERVOR This sub-surface incident is known to have been duplicated 

daily, with opposite results, in most of the large and small 
church communities throughout the country. It is the latest unob- 
served trend of Townsend organization tactics. Also is explains why 
politico-statesmen hereabouts have become increasingly apprehensive 
about it within the past few weeks. 

The Townsend appeal is clearly catching on more and more with 
the good quiet people whose hearts are larger than their opportunities 
for economic study. 

Their meetings are not nationally observed. People identified with 
them seldom have national reputations which attract national dramatic 
interest. The class involved is not basically that which formed the bulk 
of the Long share-the-wealth idea, the Utopian, Epic or Coughlin move- 
ments, but rather the kind of welfare-minded persons who put over 
prohibition. 

They have built up something approximating a non-sectarian national 
religious zeal. The timid politicians are scared stiff. Sincere statesmen 
also seem to be doubtful about how to face a growing onrush of such a 
noble but impractical purpose. 


FIGURES The basis for the zeal appears to be plausible but careless 
Townsend arithmetic. A printed circular of Townsend 

Club No. 1, Peoria, Ill., is the same as used nationally. 

Upon figures cited there, the Peoria club claims to represent one out 
of every three citizens of the city. Claimed membership is above 40,000. 
The 1930 census showed Peoria’s population to be 105,000. It has in- 
creased considerably since. 

The circular tells the people of Peoria that Dr. Townsend wants $200 
a month for each of 8,000,000 persons over 60. The cost, it says, will 
be $1,600,000,000 a month. This is to be raised by a sales tax of 
1 2-3 per cent on $1,300,000,000,000, which is specified as the ‘‘sales 
turnover of 1929.” The tax is computed at $20,000,000,000 a year, 
the pension need at $19,200,000,000. 

Thus, Dr. Townsend is able to show a paper excess of $800,000,000 
above his néeds. 


AGED Official 1930 Census Bureau figures show 10,385,000 per- 
sons, then over 60 years of age, instead of 8,000,000. The 

number has grown since, probably to 11,000,000. The census also 
showed that 4,156,000 of those over 60 were then gainfully employed. 
They were supporting themselves. This number has probably decreased. 
How many were being cared for by sons and daughters, or, like J. D. 
Rockefeller Sr., living from their own income, the figures do not show. 
A liberal assumption would be that there are no more than 2,000,000 

in theoretical need of public assistance and none not now receiving it. 


TAXES That is only the initial error of Dr. Townsend’s charitable 

purpose. His ‘‘total sales’ figure is not a sales figure at all. 
It is based on the bank turnover in 1929, estimated by the Federal Re- 
serve Board at $1,000,000,000,000 for 268 cities. Dr. Townsend has 
added 10 per cent for other cities, 10 per cent for cash, and apparently 
another billion for good luck. That is how he gets his $1,300,000,000,- 
000, which really should be nearer $1,200,000,000,000, 

His figures, therefore, are not based on a sales tax proposition. If 
they were, he would not be within reach of the astronomical revenue he 
is talking about raising. His tax is a transactions tax, meaning it is a 
pyramided tax. 

For instance, a flat sales tax on automobites would be a realtively 
minor thing, collected only once on the sale of the car. But a transac- 
tions tax would lay possibly as many as six or eight consecutive taxes of 
2 per cent each on some materials going into the car. This would lift 
the price of automobiles far more than the glibly Stated 2 per cent figure 
indicates. 

The iron for your car’s steel body is mined, say, by one firm. It is 
transferred to another for manufacture into pig iron, then to a billeter, 
then to a sheeter, then to a body maker, then to an auto manufacturer, 
then to a dealer, then to the public. Each one of these transactions 
would be nicked by Dr. Townsend for 2 per cent to get his money. 

So also with cotton, which involves transactions to the dealer, middle- 
man, textile manufacturer, and others before it becomes the upholstery 


in your car. 

EFFECTS It is easy to suspect from this that the first economic 
effect of Dr. Townsend’s plan would be to drive most of 

the middlemen of all businesses out into the cold. Practical businessmen 

would immediately begin to cut down on transactions in order to avoid 

taxes, and Dr. Townsend would have to look elsewhere to make up this 


deficit in anticipated revenue. : 
Likewise it is reasonable to expect that the effect on all prices would 


be incalculably heavy, that the entire existing business system would have 


to be upset and reorganized.

Americans who have 
been giving accasional 
thought to a war in Europe if they 
would first realize that all ideals 
which Woodrow Wilson expounded are 
innocent foolishness in the present 
case and only iend to obscure realities.

They went into the war to end war 
for a price. At first they were pledged 
to the central powers, but the allies 
topped Germany’s bid, and as soon as 
the Italian government could turn 
public sentiment around and steer it 
the other way Italy hopped on Aus- 
tria. It was a business war, and 
Italy’s price for her 600,000 dead 
patriots was a share of German 
colonies, 

Then France and England gypped 
her. Since then, under Mussolini, 
ltalians have been building planes and 
submarines, breeding rapidly and 
whipping themselves into a lather of 
patriotism. 

Even little boys wear uniforms and 
march with junior size muskets and 
sometimes fire real] machine guns in 

atriotic demonstrations to acquire the 
eel of weapons. But as they mul- 
tiplied and learned discipline, patriot- 
ism and hatred and build up the phys- 
ical properties of their country, the 
Italians lost ground economically.

They 
were willing to let him take over some 
of Ethiopia, but not as much as he 
wanted, and subject it to their police 
work on the theory that a pledge 
violated under British supervision 1s 
not broken but revised, not damaged 
but improved. 

The time has now come when the 
Italian people think they can block- 
ade and destroy the British fleet off 
the toe of the boot in the Mediterra- 
nean, They speak of Sicily and Sar- 
dinia as their unsinkable dreadnoughts, 
and they know their submarines and 
planes outnumber England's, in addi- 
tion to which England must fight on 
Italy’s home grounds. 

They take no orders from England 
now, and there is no doubt that the 
upper classes and politicians are ready 
to fight, although a foreigner has no 
way of knowing how the farmers and 
laborers would respond or how long 
they would retain their war fervor if 
the English, after their fashion, should 
shake the blood out of their eyes, get 
up off the floor and maul them around 
the ring in a three or four-year war. 

With their lack of money and every- 
thing else that war requires, except 
hysterical rage and reckless courage, 
Italians might lack the stamina to 
give or take it after a couple of fast, 
furious rounds.

But these exceptional cases do not 
seem to impress the hardheaded insu- 
rance people. They still frown on 
even moderate overweight in an adult 
over 30 years of age. They know the 
moderately stout adult of mature age 
is not so good a life risk as the adult 
of normal weight. 

Women are rather too conscious of 
overweight, meaning moderate accum- 
mulation of flesh above the standard 
for age and height. But they are 
concerned mainly with figure and fash- 
ion, and little or not at all with health. 

Men are not sufficiently conscious 
of overweight. They try to conceal 
from the world and from themselves 
the insidious accumulation of slacker 
flesh after 30, by the cut of their 
clothes. Not until the condition de- 
fies disguise in that way does the aver- 
age mature adult male become con- 
scious of his sorry state. 

This is another argument in favor 
of nudism. 

For health, comfort, efficiency and 
longevity, every man should watch his 
weight after 30 and if he finds a grad- 
ual increase creeping upon him after 
this age he. should institute whatever 
change of his living regimen or habits 
may be necessary to correct the trou- 
ble. Now is the time to prevent ar- 
teriosclerosis, cardiovascular degenera- 
tion, eager senility. But aside 
from these more remote considerations, 
the man ought to try to keep fit to 
fight or run away as long as he plays 
the game of living. 

The insidious accumulation of slack- 
er flesh is one sign you are slipping. 
Another sign is unaccustomed breath- 
lessness on exertion. Neither sign is 
difficult to recognize if you are fair 
with yourself; either may be ignored 
for a few years if you choose to pro- 
crastinate. Clothes help to conceal 
the first sign; the automobile and 
other conveyances conspire to conceal 
the second. Besides an annual physical 
examination, every one past thirty 
should try once a year to run a mile.

Renounces Fortune of Daughter 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—(%)—The 
New York Evening Journal said to- 
day in a copyrighted story that Mrs. 
Gloria Morgan Vanderbilt “has re- 


nounced the Vanderbilt millions and 
no longer will accept one penny of the 
income from her daughter’s fortune.” 

Mrs. Vanderbilt, the Journal said, 
called on Surrogate James A. Foley in 
his chambers late yesterday and in- 
formed him of her decision. 

The move, the Journal says, is 
Mrs. Vanderbilt’s latest in her fight 
to wrest custody of her daughter, 
Gloria, from the child’s aunt, Mrs. 
Harry Payne Whitney, who is the 
child’s personal guardian under a rul- 
ing of Supreme Court Justice John 
F. Carew. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt, the Journal said, 
in giving up the family fortune made 
clear that she is not relinquishing her 
right to have her daughter with her 
over week-ends and for the month of 
July under the court ruling. 

Curse of Money. 

She also declared, the Journal said, 
that she will continue her fight for 
complete custody of the child “as long 
as there is a breath of life in her 
| body.” 

Mrs. Vanderbilt’s move, the Journal 
interprets as an effort to free her- 
self of Mrs. Whitney’s charge that she 
was more interested in the money that 
goes with little Gloria’s custody than 
in the child herself. 

“IT will no longer live under the 
curse of the Vanderbilt money,” she 
was quoted by the Journal as having 
told friends. 

“For there is a curse on it. No 
Vanderbilt has ever had anything but 
unhappiness.” 

Mrs. Vanderbilt, who is preparing 
an appeal to the United States su- 
preme court following refusal by New 
York state’s highest courts to review 
the case, has recently established a 
dress shop in an effort to support 
herself.

Machine-Gun Bullet Killed Liggett; 
Suspicion Swings Back to Gangland 


Discovery Revives Possibilities of Intervention by ‘G-Men’ 
in Mysterious Slaying of Minneapolis Publisher ; Cum- 
mings To Get Plea from Governor Olson. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 12.—()—A 
tell-tale pellet of death—a submachine 


gun bullet—swung suspicion back to 
gangland today in the Walter Lig- 
gett assassination. 

It served also to revive possibility 
of federal government intervention in 
the investigation requested by Gov- 
ernor Floyd Olson, Attorney-Gen- 
eral H. H. Peterson and Chief of Po- 
lice Frank Forestal. 

The governor and attorney-general 
telegraphed their plea _ direct to 
United States Attorney General Ho- 
mer Cummings. 

Forestal added he was “hampered 
by circumstances and conditions” in 
the city Cummings a_year ago termed 
“a poison spot of crime.” 

To Washington, Forestal sent one 
of the five bullets that mowed Lig- 
gett down before the eyes of his widow 
and daughter Monday night: Two 
members of his department said it 
was fired from a submachine gun. 

Pointing out that use or possession 
of a machine gun is a federal offense, 
Forestal said if Washington tests also 
found the pellet to be from a machine 
gun, he expected consideration for his 


request for “G” men’s assistance. 
The announcement regarding the 
bullet called up anew rumors, backed 
by an officially expressed belief, that 
Howard Guilford, victim of a similar 


slaying more than a year ago, was 
killed by racketeers. Guilford, also 
a weekly newspaper publisher, like 
Liggett, his companion in profession 
and in death, had fought what they 
termed “crime syndicates” here. Guil- 
ford’s slayers have never been appre- 
hended. 

As the grand jury pondered the evi- 
dence in the Liggett death, three 
theories were advanced by police in- 
vestigators as motivating the crime. 

They were: The publisher was 
killed as reprisal for his editorial as- 
saults on a liquor syndicate; a gam- 
bling and slot machine gang might 
have inspired his slaying; or it might 
have been connected with his trial on 
a statutory charge involving a minor 
girl last month. Liggett won acquittal 
at the trial. 

Still in police custody was Isa- 
dore Blumenfeld whom Mrs. Liggett 


identified, police said, as the grinning 


gunman who fired the fatal shots.: But 
police said Blumenfeld’s “barber 
shop” alibi had withstood every check 
they had made against it. 

The investigators dug-up one pos- 
sible clue in an automobile stolen 
shortly before the slaying Monday. In 
it were two shotgun shells, the owner 


said were not his. They examined the 
machine carefully for fingerprints.

One of these letters, which in time to come will be of untold his- 
torical value, was received by Reverdy Clarke from his brother, Lieu- 
tenant Christian H. Clarke Jr., who is stationed at Schofield barracks 
in the Hawaijan Islands. His description of the China Clipper is highly 


interesting for, in addition to the 
wonder of its flight, its arrival 
had real significance for the peo- 
ple residing on the islands in the 
Pacific. At best, the mail serv- 
ice to the mainland is slow and 
infrequent, but this recent flight 
marked the opening of a new 
and quick means of mail and pas- 
senger travel that brings New 
York within 36 hours of Hono- 
lulu, and that’s 5,000 miles! 

But back to the letter. Chris, 
as Lieutenant Clarke is known to 
his many friends, writes in his 
letter of November 25 as fol- 
lows: ‘Saturday afternoon I went 
sailing with a friend of mine who 
owns a boat. We sailed in Pearl 
harbor and went alongside the 
China Clipper, which had just ar- 
rived that morning from Califor- 
nia. She is a beautiful thing. 
It’s hard to believe that such a 
large plane could ever get off the 
water, but her four engines do it 
easily. 

“No one was allowed to go 
aboard, but we sailed back and 
forth and looked her all over. She 
was tied to a pier near the 
shore and the coconut palms 
made a lovely background for 
this glittering queen of the Pa- 
cific. The crowds were still 
there and, if anything, getting 
larger as the time passed. There 
was a commemoration pro- 
gram to celebrate her arrival, 
including an “aloha” (welcome) 
flight by army and navy planes, 
which flew out to sea and es- 
corted her into Pearl harbor. She 
left on Sunday for Wake, Guam 
and Manila en route to. the 
orient.”’ 

In his letter Chris also said 
that he had bought some of the 
new trans-Pacific air mail stamps 
and would mail a letter via the 
China Clipper upon her return to 
the States from the orient. It 
was this letter that Reverdy re- 
ceived this week and, in addition 
to the historical interest of the 
manner by which it was received 
here, it contains many highlights 
incident to the life in the Ha- 
walian Islands. It all reads like 
a travelogue. 

The young army man writes 
with a colorful and descriptive 
pen the fact that the clipper’s 
arrival was news in itself, but 
the eruption of Mauna Loa, one 
of the largest volcanoes in Ha- 
waii, almost moved the clipper 
off the front page. Mauna Loa 
is one of the snow-topped vol- 
canoes on the Island of Hawaii, 
200 miles from Honolulu, and 
erupted a week ago, and as the 
letter was written on November 
25, was still going at full blast. 
The islands of Hawaii and Maui 
are separated by only about 10 
miles, and from all accounts the 
volcanic actions of Mother Earth 
must have been a thrilling and 
beautiful sight. 

The enormous mountain tow- 
ers nearly 1,400 feet, is snow- 
capped, and stretches smoothly 
down to the Pacific ocean over 
100 miles at the base. Picture 
that, in addition to a spectacu- 
lar eruption with all the molten 
lava, the tongue of flame 1,000 
feet long, 200 feet thick and 500 
feet high, and the dense clouds 
of smoke overhead, which, as 
Chris savs, ‘‘is a never-to-be-for- 
gotten sight.’’

In many years I never have heard 
a more remarkable sequence of bids, 
yet on careful examination I don’t 
think that any of them is open to 
criticism. Certainly South must open 
the bidding, although whether or not 
he should have pre-empted with four 
spades is a moot point—on many oc- 
casions his one spade approach would 
be strategically correct. West’s forc- 
ing overcall of two spades is proper, 
as is North’s obvious attempt to shut 
out with three spades. East, on his 
strong holding, cannot content him- 
self with merely bidding four hearts 
when a slam is clearly in sight. Hence 
his answering cue bid, showing that 
he can win the first spade trick. 
South, with a five-spade bid, tries to 
coax a double rather than a slam bid 
from the opponents, but West is wary 
of this trap and makes an excellent 
forcing pass. 

Now East finally declares a suit 
other than spades, bidding six hearts, 
and South dare not. allow this con- 
tract to stand—it is too likely to be 
successful. His six-spade bid is an 
excellent attempt at a sacrifice. West's 
second forcing pass over this last bid 
deserves high praise—almost all play- 
ers would be irresistibly tempted to 
double. East solves a ticklish situa- 
tion with the one correct bid—six no 
trump. It is hard to censure South 
for his double—the possible gain, if 
his partner can stop either red sult, 
is enormous. And, so far as he can 
tell, if thes ix no-trump can be made, 
a seven-spade’ sacrifice might cost 
1,100 points.

To Consider Subsidization Proposal at Meeting

QUTRIGHT HELP’ 
MAY BE VOTED: 
BY CONFERENCE 


Executive Committee’s 
Amendment Expected 
to Pass Today. 


By Jack Troy. 


Southeastern conference officials 
convene in Atlanta for a two-day 
meeting, beginning this morning, and 
out of the sessions is expected to 
come a new amendment to the cons 
stitution on the old matter of the 
subsidizing of athletes. 

_ “To subsidize or not to subsidize” 
IS expected to be the chief theme of 
the two-day parley. 

It is known that the executive com- 
mittee will offer a proposal, as fol- 
lows: 

To rescind all present rules and reg- 
ulations pertaining to the subsidizing 
of athletes and substitute the follow- 


ing: 
SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Athletes may receive for their ath- 
letic services any aid, such as schol- 
arships, ‘vork or any other financial 
assistance, such as any other student 
may receive for participation in any 
other activity. Such aid, however, 
should not be in excess of legitimate 
expenses of attending the institution, 
as represented by tuition, fees, books, 
board and lodging. 

Other proposals of similar na- 
ture will be offered by some officials 
of schools represented at the meeting. 
A three-fourths vote is required to 
adopt the proposal. | 

All the presidents, faculty chair- 
men, athletic directors and coaches 
will attend the sessions. 

Another proposed change in the 
constitution will concern the opening 
day of practice. It will be asked that 
the present rule be amended to read 
not “‘the first Monday,” but “the first 
day” in September. 

LENGTHEN SEASON. 

It also will be asked that the foot- 
ball season be allowed to continue for 
12 weeks after the first game, rather 
than the 10 weeks as now in effect. 
This would allow the scheduling of 
12 games, should any schools so de- 
sire. 

It is pointed out that several con- 
ference schools schedule games as 
early as September 17 and thus do 
not have more than two weeks to 
prepare for them. Another talking 
point is that outside opponents do 
not observe any such rules and have 
the jump on Southeastern teams. 

Coach Roy Mundorff, of Georgia 
Tech, will seek to have the conference 
agree to change a new basketball rule 
which went into the books without the 
knowledge of the coaches. 

It is the three-second rule that says 
no member of the offensive team may 
remain longer than three seconds in 
the foul area. That includes all of- 
fensive players, whether they have the 
ball or not. 

Coach Mundorff is in favor of going 
back to the old rules. Be will lead 
the fight to have tie new rule changed.

‘G-MEN’ IN COURT 


Obtain 99.6 Per Cent Bank 
Robbery Canvictions. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—(4)— 
The Justice Department's “G-men” 
produced a record of bank robbery 
convictions today almost as spectacu- 
lar as their more sensational “liqui- 
dation” of majvr outlaws. 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the bu- 
reau of investigation, reported his 
force of former accountants and law- 
yere—who erased John Dillinger, 
i‘tetty Boy Floyd and otker gangsters 
with pistol and machine gun volleys— 
had convicted 96.55 per cent of the 
bank robbers they brought to trial in 
federal courts. 

Congress put the “G-men” on the 
trail of bank-holdups in May, 1934, 
by making robbery of national and 
federal reserve member banks a fed- 
eral offense. At the last session all 
federally insured banks were given 
federal protection. 

Hoover said that from June to No- 
vember, 19384, 75 bank robberies oc- 
curred, while during the same period 
this year, when the law applying to 
some 1,400 federally insured banks 
— effective, the number dropped to

indeterminate sentence, 1,832 years and 
31 days in actual, suspended and pro- 
bationary sentences, and fines total- 
ing $47,
